CLOUDBURST WEST OF ST. LOUIS.

ST. LOUIS, June 5.— Reports arg re- 
ceived of a cloudburst that struck 
Fenton and Valley Park, about twenty 
miles west of St. Louis. The country 
for miles around was flooded to a 
depth of six inches for several hours. 
While the storm was at its height, a 
one-and-a-half-story house came down 
the Merrimac 
Fenton bridge, cutting it in two. 

The river. although it is out of its 
banks, and in places as wide as an 
inland sea, is rising more rapidly to- 
day than at any time since the pres- 
ent flood began. The flood has reached 
a stage where barriers have been sur- 
mounted and every additional inch 
increases a menace to life and prop- 
erty out of proportion to the actual 
amount of the rise. 

The chief menace to East St. Louls, 
aside from the Madison levee break- 
water breaking. is the backwater of 
Capahokia Creek. For several days the 
water has been rushing up this stream 
from the Mississippi with the s of 
a milll-race and spreading wherever 
it could find an outlet.

His Colossal Nerve Fails Him When | 
the Judge Refuses to Allow Him to 


Remain at Liberty—Miller Says 
Ammon Betrayed Him.

NEW YORK, June _5.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] AS soon as the twelfth 
juror was secured in the case of Col. 
Robert G. Ammon this afternoon, Judge 
Newburger declared adjournment, and 
committed the prisoner to the Tombs. 
Ammon's colossal nerve failed him 
when the decision was made. He had 
expected to remain out of jail on his 
$20,000 bail bond until his case was de- 
cided. 

“Gentlemen of the 
Newburger. 
fendant to the Tombs with prejudice. 
and you shall entertain no prejudice on 
that account. I always make it a prac- 
tice to commit the minute the jury box 
is filled, and I am following my rule in 
this case. We will take an adjourn- 
ment until Monday morning at 10 
o'clock.” 

Ammon was stunned by the an- 
nouncement, which means he must re- 
main in the Tombs until his case is 
decided. He lingered in the courtroom 
as long as he could before taking the 
trip over the Bridge of Sighs. 

Despite the statement of Dr. Camp- 
bell, surgeon of the Tombs, that Miller 
is a well man, he certainly looks the 
dying convict the District Attorney 
gays he is. He coughs continually, and 
is nervous in the extreme. 

Gov. Odell's physician,’ he said to- 
day, “examined me thoroughly while I 
was in Sing Sing. He said I had not 
long to live, and it was on his diagnosis 
of my case 1 decided to make my peace 
with God and tell all. 

“Ammon betrayed me. Let that go by. 
I have suffered for whatever sins I have 
committed. I do this for my wife and 
baby’s sake. All along when I counted 
money by thousands and not by single 
dollars, when a $100 bill or a $1000 bill 
was to me a mere bagatelle. my wife 
pleaded with me to géve up the syndi- 
cate.

OYCOTT ON MEAT 
AND IDLE BUTCHERS.

TWELVE RETAIL MARKET EM- 
- PLOYES GO ON STRIKE. 
—2u—̃—— 
Refuse to Cut Flesh Coming from 
Simon Maier’s Wholesale Establish- 
ment—Senseless Trouble Cooked up to 
Force “Recognition of the Union.” 


Attempted dictation, strike, boyentt and 
sympathetic disturbance, is the record of the 
Meat Cutters’ Union campaign for recognition 
up to last night. 

About a dozen butchers ceased work yester- 
day in half a dozen different retail shops, as 
a result of the agitators’ propaganda. The 
men refused to cut meat coming from Simon 
Malers wholesale establishment, and were 
promptiy given thelr choice of working or 
leaving by their employers. 

‘Recognition of the union” ie the sole ex- 
cuse for the trouble, which was very evie 
dently precipitated by the agitators as a pre- 
Jiminary test of their power, before attacking 
the whole trade with a demand to be per- 
mitted to dictate all conditions. The kin 
ing ang at Maier’s siaughter-house started 
the ball by demanding that Mater discharge a 
certain workman, who was not only effictent, 
but a member of, the union. Maler asked for 
a reason, but none was vouchsafed, so he re- 
fused and twelve men quit. Then other union 
employees began to leave in ‘‘sympathy,’’ until 
yesterday there were upward of sixty em- 
ployees absent. Maier kept running right 
along, © in desperation yesterday the union 
bosses got together and slapped a general boy. 
cott on his meat. 

This boycott made it deep- dyed villainy for 
any union mortal to touch or handle the hated 
suff. It 3% dragged the retail butchers into 
the affair, through the refusal of their union 
employees to cut the forbiddm flesh. The 
unionists thought they could force the retail 
customers to cease buying the meat, thereby 
ruining Maier and frightening the whole trade 
into submission to union dictation. 

All retail dealers were notified by those em- 
plovees who belonged to unlons not to bring 
Mater’s contaminating flesh into the shop, 
perll of a strike. Not one of the retailers com- 
plied with the presumptuous demand. and 
the Maier wagons made their delivery yester- 
day morning twelve men in various shops 
obeyed union orders and quit work. The firms 
affected. and the number of men out. are: 
Everhardy & Wreden, Palace Market, 3: Rothe 
& Z igier. 2; Frederick Hinkle. 2: Alexander 


Grieve, 2; W. D. Gegood 4 Son, 2: Eastern 
Market, 1. 
The retell butchere deplore having been 


drawn inte a fight and made to suffer through 
trouble in which they had no concern, but 
now that the matter has dien thrust upon 
them they are prepared to oppose to the utter- 
most the attempt of the unton to make them 
tools with which to force Mater into submis- 
sion or ruin. Some of them also perceive that 
the trouble with Maler was only cooked up to 
tichten the union colle around the entire trade, 
wholesale and retail. The large majority of 
the retailers stoutly declare that they will 
cortinue to trade with whatever wholesale 
arms they please. and also hire employees with. 
out regard to union affiliations 

The union made a proposal for peace yes- 
terday which involved recognition of the 
union. There has never been any issue as to 
wages or hours of labor, and the butcher ob- 
jected to has already left his place. Male 
made a counter-proposition which simply 
stated conditions as they were when the strike 
was declared. The union emissaries promised 
to place Maier's terms before a meeting of 
the whole unicn for action. It was arranged 
that the union committee should announce the 
decision to Mater and interested retail butch- 
ers at the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
rooms in the Wilcox building, at 9 o'clock last 
night. So great Was the interest in the ma 
ter that at 8 o'clock at least thirty retail! 
butchers had gathered. The matter was gen- 
erally discussed by the employers, who mo- 
mentarily expected the word — 
the union, but no — was sent. The

This gives rise 
to northerly winds, which at this time 
of the year are warm owing to the 
dynamic heating of the air. Locally 
the prevailing winds tofay were from 
the west. but this apparent sea breeze 
did not temper the atmosphere, for the 


land breege. which swept down from 
the north till it stood over the ocean 
opposite the coast of Southern Califor- 
nia, and then curved in again across 
the land.

DRY GOODS PEOPLE. 


MOVEMENT HAS BECOME GENERAL 
_ AMONG BIG STORES. 


Some of the Stores Will Close on 
Saturday Afternoons and Others Will 
Give Clerks Thursday Afternoon Off 
During the Hot Months. 


This summer more dry-goods clerks 
of Los Angeles will be freed from toil 
on either Saturday or Thursday after- 
noons during July and August than 
ever before in the history of the city, 
The movement to close the dry goods 
stores one afterncon in the week has 
become general this season. 

Secretary Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion said yesterday: 

“This year the movement to close 
dry goods stores on Saturday after- 
noons includes most of the important 
stores in the city, and the time will 
soon come when public sentiment will 
cause them all to give their clerks 
this addition to their usual Sunday 
rest. When such a great establish- 
ment as Hamburgers’ comes into line 
with this idea—this store having just 
announced its intention of closing at 
clock Saturday afternoons auring 
July and August—it can easily be seen 
that others will not hold out against 
it much longer.” 

A canvess of the principal dry goods 
stores of the city yesterday showea 
to what a gratifying degree the half- 
holiday idea has spread among local 
merchants. Manager McKee of the 
Ville de Paris stated that the store 
would close at 12:3 Saturday after- 
noons during July and August, as it 
did last year. 

“Some proprietors who dissented at 
first have come over to the move- 
ment.“ said he, and in time public 
sentiment is bound to make the rule uni- 
vereal throughout the city. We will 
continue to do this summer just as we 
did last—close at 12:30 Saturday after- 
noons from July 1 to September 1. 

The Broadway Department Store ad- 
heres to its plan, inaugurated last 


year, of lost at noon on the Thurs- 


days of the ths in question. 

“Closed Thursday afternoons during 
July and August,” was Superintendent 
Bullock's brief answer to the query 
concerning the summer holidays. — 

The Goodenow Company alse will 
follow the Thursday-afternoon plan, 
extending the half holidays through 
the early part of September. 

“By closing Saturday afternoons and 
evenings the best trade of the week is 
sacrificed,” said Secretary Gibbs of 
the company. “while Thursday an- 
swers the same purpose for the em- 
ployé*. Our store will be closed Thurs- 
day afternoons during July, August 
and part of September.” 

The N. B. Blackstone Company will 
follow the Saturday plan, closing at 1 
p.m. Saturday during July and August. 
In addition, Mr. Blackstone will give 
each of his clerks a week's vacation 
on full pay. 

These same hours of closing will be 
observed by the Boston Store, which 
has taken its stand on this question in 
seasons past. 

F. M Coulter of the Coulter Dry 
Goods Company stated that it had not 
yet been decided by the companv 
whether its store would give half 
holidays during the summer months or 
not. He would not commit himself 
further than this. 

At Hale's, Superintendent Gibbon 
simply stated, without discussing the 
situation. that the store would not be 
closed either Saturday or Thursday 
afternoons this summer.

SAWN DIEGO COUNTY. 
TUMBLE FOR THE TOTEYM. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO. June 5.—A few months 
ago the union labor agitators of this 
city succeeded in getting the weak- 
kneed Supervisors to pass a silly reso- 
lution that the county officers should 
give no orders for county printing save 
to printers having the totem sign, or 
union label. This resolution was passed 
in spite of an opinion of the District 
Attorney that it was unconstitutional. 
Since then the Allied Printing Trades 
Council has forwarded a circular letter 
to the county ofiicers reminding them 
of the action of the Supervisors. The 
District Atiorney has replied to the 
letter in no uncertain tones. He says. 
In the opinion of this office such reso- 
lution is illegal and unconstitutionai., 
and the officers of the county are not 
bound by its provisions. The policy ot 
this office will be that of recognizing 
the claims of all competent workmen 
to share in the public patronage; they 
are all taxpayers, more or less, and 
all are confronted with the necessity 
of making a livelihood, and in my view 
it would be unjust to discriminate 
against a class of workers of a com- 
munity in favor of another class and 
exclude them from equal change 
to earn a living. I shall be govern 
by this principle in the selection of 
printers, and all who are competent and 
capable will be allowed equal opportu- 
nity, without regard to „the fact o: 
memberhip in any assSciation they 
may see fit to join.“

A Visitor 5 Tale of Terrors 
of Turkish Prisons. 


Next to Jerusalem the Most Jewish 
Cuy in the World. 


Politically, However, eus do Not 
Count—Sirange Street 
Scenes Home Liſe.

SOFIA, May 3.—After Jerusalem, 
Salonika is the most Jewish city in 
the world. It is the most Jewish in 


Europe. While passing through Sa- 
lonika on my way into the interior I 
made inquiries into the composition 
of its population, particularly its 
Greek. Turkish, and Bulgarian. ele- 
ments. As no regular census exists in 
Turkey. all calculations as to the rela- 
tive numerical strength of Moslems 
and Christians must be based upon 
the number of houses, of which, for 
purposes of taxation, the Turkish 
government keeps a record. On this 
basis, the population of Salonika may 
be estimated at a hundred and twenty 
thousand. A full half of it is Jewish. 
in the principal street of Salonika— 
the Rue Vardari—every other person 
The ancestors of 
this Jewish population, expelled from 
Spain, invaded Salonika . at several 
periods during the eighteenth century. 
In the crowded, busy streets of Saloni- 
ka the Spanish ty ge jot Jewish fyce is 
unmistakable. ] 

Politically, however, the Jews of 
Salonika do not count. Of those who 
do- thut is to say, the Bulgarians, 
Greeks, and Turks—the last named 
outnumber the ten thousand Bulgar- 
ians by more than two to one, ere 
are over twenty thousand 
The English, French, Italians, 
mains, and residents of other nation- 
alities make up, it is supposed, nearly 
five thousand. While in the interior 
of the ccuntry the Bulgar- speaking 
Macedonians are, numerically. tie 
strongest element in the Population, 
ere the weakest (the European 
colonies excepted) in the chief city of 
Macedonia.

mom and dice all day long. The fez 
does not necessarily proclaim its 
wearer a Turk. It is almost univers- 
ally worn by the native Christian 
population. The charm of. this typi- 
cally Eastern street consiste in the 
variety of its pursuits. All the arts 
and crafts are huddled together in it, 
in fascinating confusion and glorious 
indifference to incongrulty. A cobbler 
at work in a shop not very much big- 
ger than a large-sized rabbit hutch 
is jammed in between a goldsmith 
whose Wares are worth thousands of 
pounds and a shop crammed with 
Persian carpets and Damascus silks. 
They are open to the street, these 
stores of costly goods, and workshops 
of shoemakers, tailors, carpenters, 
blacksmiths, tinamiths, bakers, silver- 
smiths, jewelers, makers of Turkish 
delight. and all the other sweets of 
the East. No windows separate them 
from the passers-by. They are half- 
stall, half=-shop. Here is a shop piled 
with specimens of old-fashioned arms, 
rugs from Broussa, filigree silver 
work, and wood carving from Egypt 
and Syria. Leaning against it is the 
man-sized sort of cupboard in which 
a farrier is hammering bis glowing 
white-red horseshoe on a small anvil 
by a tiny fire of charcoal. Amidst the 
hoarse cries of water sellers, swect- 
meat sellers, and heterogeneous haw- 
kers the blacksmith's hammer tinkles 
melodiously. And next door, that is 
to say leaning against the blacksmith's 
bunk, is perhaps a fruit shop, piled 
up from floor to ceiling, aglow with 
red, purple, pale green, and golden 
yellow. 


A MAKER OF “TAKHUN.” 


And the fruit seller's next door neigh- 
bor is, it may be, a blindfolded horse. 
Let us enter the shop where the horse 
is at work as diligently as any indus- 
trious “human.” The horse is grind- 
ine walnuts. For his master is a 
maker of the sweet liquid which the 
Turks call takhun.“ The walnuts and 
the sesame (another ingredient) are 
ground in a sort of mill which is turned 
by the blindfolded horse, who walks 
round and round in a circle.

A glance at the picturesque city, as 
you see it from its blue bay or look 
down upon it from the summit of the 
hill upon whose sloping sides ita cen- 
tral and older part is built. will show 
you how the Turk. who neither makes 
any progress, nor if he can, will sur- 
fer any one else to try it, is being 
crowded out. It is werth while trav- 
eding long way to get a view of Sa- 
lonika, from a boat a mile or so out 


in the harbor. Upon the long sea- 
front of Salonika. with its 
large. handsome houses — hotels,

—the word of Europe is, so to speak, 
unmistakably stamped. ‘The ships 
and smaller craft that are moored to 
the quays or swing at anchor in the 
bay are Austrian, jreek, Italian, 
French, not Turkish. Seen from the 


city, Salonika consists of three parts— 
the bentral part, which is the largest, 
and the two wings—stretching along 
the sea coast. The minarets, which 
rise. slim and white, in every quarter 
of the central mass. are absent in the 
new Salonika, which is steadily, if 
showly, spreading to the right and to 
the left, by the margin of the blue 
waters. There the factory chiminey 
is taking the place of the minaret. 
Constaninople, Smyrna, Salonika are 
the triad of Turkish cities within the 
Egean radius, and in the third there 
is scarcely a Greek or Bulgarian but 
fears lest Salonika is about to 
the Avsatrian’s prize. 

Right behind the sea front of Sa- 
lonika, and parallel with it, runs the 
Rue Vardari. the principal street. 
Roughiy speaking, the portion of the 
city which lies between it and the har- 
bor is Greek and foreign, while the 
portion between it and the summit of 
the heights is that wherein the Turk- 
ish population is chiefly congregated.

“The atmosphere in that 
den of ours was fearful.“ The govern- 
ment made the prisoners an allowance 
of bread, but of nothing else, except 
drinking water, “and even that.” said 
the doctor. “was scarce.”

“caffejia’’ are Turks of the worst sort. 
They thrive upon their occupation.

prison ran with damp. We lay on the 
hard floor. We had no covering (ex- 
cept our clothes) in cold weather. 
Sanitation there was none. I must not 
describe the horrible state we were in. 
Starvation—there was plenty of it. I 
have seen famished wretches fight for 
the potato peel which the more fortu- 
nate threw away, and for bones, a8 
savagely as dogs. Sickness and death 
in our prison were caused principally 
by tuberculdsis. Skim diseases were 
common. All our cases arose from bad 
and insufficient food, dirt, 
air.” I have not yet met the Mace- 
donian who did not declare that death 
was preferable to existence in a Turk- 
ish prison. Dread of the Turkish prison 
has driven, and ts driving, many an 
honest man to the mountains and the 
Komitadji bands. In dread of the 
prison, fugitives from Turkey are, once 
more, seeking shelter in Bulgaria. 
They are coming, again, not only from 
Macedonia, but also from the province 
of Adrianople. 
FUGITIVES FROM TURKEY. | 

The arrival, in South Bulgaria, of 
small bands of fugitives from the ad- 
joining Turkish province reminds us of 
the fact, sometimes forgotten, even 
here, that the vilayet of Adrianople is 
included within the range of revolu- 
tionary operations. **Macedo-Adrian- 
ople.“ and not “Macedonian” merely, 
is the title of the revolutionary society. 
For in the vilayet of Adrianople, where 
the Turkish element always has been 
and is still predominant, there is a con- 
siderable population of Bulgarians, 
whose lives are devastated, as the lives 
of the Macedonians are, by their Turk- 
ish masters, and who long for deliver- 
ance. The three territorial divisions— 
Albania, Macedonia, and Adrianople 
~—of which European Turkey is com- 
posed: the whole of Turkey, from the 
Adriatic to the Black Sea, throbs with 
insurrection—only that in Adrianople 
the tremors are few and far etueen, 
and weak, as if merely induced by the 
| Macedonian shock. I have today re- 
ceived some details concerning the es- 
cape of twenty-five men, Bulgarians, 
from the- Turkish village of Sarama- 
shik. in Adrianople, to the Bulgarian 
village of Urumku, not far from the 
Black Sea. The Bulgarian prefect’s re- 
port upon them has just been received 
at Sofla. They say that at sunrise their 
village was surrounded by Turkish 
„ who had to come to search it 
“komitadjis.""— In thelr terror 
many of the villagers tried to run 
away. With the exception of 
the twenty-five, they were caught 
and bound. As always happens 
in expeditions of this sort, the 
Turkish soldiers (or they may 
have been gendarmes) seized the op- 
portunity of searching for loot as well 
as for komitadjis. Taken by surprise, 
the villagers who did get away had 
‘no time to provide themselves with 
food and clothing. When they reached 
Bulgaria they were atarving and in 
rags. A second band of runaways, 
consisting of ten families, also crossed 
into Bulguria, about the same time, at 
a polnt farther to the west. A taird 
bund, of forty persons, including men 
and women, is also reported os naving 
ome from the Turkish village already 
‘named, Saramashik.

For Reasons Not Stated Traders in 
Diamonds on Instaliment Plan 

Local Speculators the “Go by 

Who Are Investigating. | 


For reasons that have not been made 
public, the Devore Diamond Company 
has closed its Los Angeles agency at 
No. 442 Douglas building, and its lo- 
cal manager has departed for San Fran- 
cisco. 

This company which has been oper- 
ating in this city for several months 
past, is one of those unique concerns 
which premise large returns on small 
investments, more generally known as 
a “get-rich-quick” scheme. Offices were 
opened here by W. F. Ryals, who re- 
signedjfrom the management recently, 
his place being filled by A. C. Porter- 
field, now in San Francisco. 

The Devore Diamond Company han- 
died diamonds which they sold under 
contract to people who wanted spark- 
for weekly payments ‘ a 
month, with a guarantee that after $80 
had been paid to the company a dia- 
mond valued at $200 would be given to 
the holder of the contract, or he would 
receive $160 in cash. 

There were’ many speculators in the 


city to whom the scheme appealed, and 
it ie understood that for a while the 
company carried on a land office bust- 
ness. The headquarters of the concern 
are said to be in Minneapolis, Minn., 
but there are branches in several parts 
of the country, San Francisco being 
the dlamond center of the coast. 
The San Francisco office ts located at 
No. 302 Examiner bullding, 7 at least 
such is the address given on a postal 
notice received by local speculators, and 
tesued from the office of the concern on 
the zd inst. This postal reads: 

‘The Los Angeles agency of the De- 
Lore Diamond Company will he tem- 
porarily discontinued until business is 
resumed, which we are looking for- 
ward to in the very near future, when 
we @xpect our company to be very 
much better and stronger than ever.

JUVENILE COURT DRAGS IN INOF- 
FENSIVE PEOPLE. 
: 
Man and Wife Brought Before the Bar 
Because an Italian Thinks They 
Don’t Know How to Govern Their Own 
Children. 


Two respectable, nice-mannered gen- 
tlefolk were dragged into the Juvenile 
Court like cheap criminals yesterday 
because an Italian who lives in the 
neighborhood thinks they don't know 
how to manage their little boy prop- 
erly 


Judging from the way it has started 
out, the Juvenile Court bids fair to 
be a nuirence. 


Imagine being hauled into court be- 
cause seomecne imagines you don't 
know how to manage your children, 
and having to explain to a whole 
courtroom full people, five or six 
reporters and a few sketch artists, 
maybe, what your system of family 
discipline is! 

Yestercay the regular weekly ses- 
sion of the Juvenile Court was held 
and Judge Wilbur, with an appalling 
long list of important law cases in- 
volving millions of dollars, waiting his 
attention, had to take an hour or two 
off and occupy his time scolding other 
folks’ kids. 

The first case called was that of 
Raymond Linder. He was scared 
black in the face, and his mother had 
to be. supported into the courtroom and 
lifted in and out of her chair. She is 
a delicate little woman, was complete- 
ly overcome by her son's arrest, and 
was trembling on the very verge of a 
dreadful attack of nervous a 
tion. Her condition was pifiable. 

The ccmplainant against her boy. 
aged 9, was an Italian named B. Mar- 
chesi, who lives at No. 620 San Pedro 
street, in which neighborhood the Lin- 
ders used to live. 

He «aid that the boys had been an- 
noying him and calling him names. 
When it was simmered down to its 
true awfuiness it came out that the 
Linder boy had told the Italian to go 
to hell, and told his wife she was a 
liar. He said they tore at his shade 
trees, turned off the water when he 
was using the hose, and on one occa- 
sion pushed over his four-year-old 
hopeful when it walked abroad. 

“Just skylarking?”’ said Judge Wil- 
bur. And then asked: 
_“What did you tell him when he did 
these things?” 

I told him I would smash his face 
if he did it again.”

Arbitration is usually supposed to be 
conducted by fair-minded men, but a 
recent case, that of the engineers in 
the stockyards at Chicago, shows that 
there are exceptions to the general 
rule. The engineers demanded 37% 
cents per hour, but the ministers—two 
Protestants and one Catholic—thought 
that 30 cents would be the fair thing, 
and for arriving at this conclusion pre- 
sented a modest 
each; this bill to be paid by the packers 
and engineers conjointly. Instead of 
being satisfied with it, the engineers 
in their meeting turned it down 
promptly, and demanded to know how 
much time the ministers had spent in 
considering the proposition: this was 
found to be 48 hours, in twelve sessions 
of four hours each. A motion was 
thereupon made to award each arbi- 
trator the same amount that they 
awarded the engineers, and promptly 
carried. The total, $14.40, was ordered 
paid each arbitrator, the union ¢o pay 
half.

A veritable gem of the bookmaker's 
and editor's art is the edition of “Love's 
Labor's Lost,” which constitutes the 
second volume in the First Folio” edi- 
tion of Shakespeare's works. That so 
much of value can be compressed into 
such small bulk and then be obtainable 
at what might almost be considered a 
merely nominal price, is cause for as- 
tonishment. Apparently, this volume is 
complete in every detall which might 
be required by the most critical lit- 
erary and artistic taste. With photo- 
gravure frontispiece, rubricated title- 
page, cover designed by Goodhue, and 
irreproachabile typography and press 
work, as far as mechanics are con- 
cerned it certainly leaves nothing to be 
desired. “Love's Labor's Lost” is of 
peculiar interest and importance from 
the fact that it is the monument which 
marks Shakespeare's first (and perhaps 
last) invention of an entirely new plot. 
Previous to its writing, it had been his 
habit to adapt and furbish up old 
echronicle-plays connected with the 
kings of England—a procedure which 
seems to have been eminently satisfac- 
tory. Why editors with very few ex- 
ceptions have so persistently. neglected 
the First Folio” (the first complete 
text of the plays published in 1623) is 
a matter for conjecture. Be that as it 
may, lovers of Shakespeare have now, 
for the first time, an opportunity to 
obtain in a handy volume, a copy of 
“Love's Labor's Lost.“ in the form in 
which its creator actually wrote 1t. 
The original wording, spelling and 
punctuation are carefully preserved, 
while no trace of the work of editurs 
of three centuries is per mitte to mar 
the text of the play, it is ell carefully 
annoted in a Ust of variorum readings.

But there is 
enough to excite a healthy interest 
and there is sufficient opportunity 
given for the unfolding of one char- 
acter that is of principal importance, 
Anna, the heroine of the book. The 
scene of the tale is in a pottery dis- 
trict in England and the action takes 
place in part among the potters. There 
are good descriptions of the processes 
of the work, and yet this technical 

etail seems to be a part of the story. 
We consider the introduction of this, 
which might have proved very dull 
and repulsive, a very clever piece of 
work. The dissenting chapel, Meth- 
odiste, forms another element in the 
scene and the experience of the various 
members are of essential importance. 
It is here that we would take excep- 
tlen to the treatment of the theme 
in a way that is not quite worthy of 
the rest of the book. It is needless to 
say that there was a temptation to fall 
into the bad taste of making the er- 
vices of these worthy people slichtly 
ridiculous. Mr. Bennett has fallen 
into thie error. It is a blemish upon 
what was in other respects an admira- 
ble piece of work. The characters are 
well drawn and Willie Price and Anna 
are by all odds the best. The father 
of Anna. tke miser, is a conventional 
miser and little else. He is the most 
repulsive, and so may be considered 
by some the most strongly drawn. But 
there is less art used in his picture. 
The novel may be described as a well- 
written novel but not a great work, 
but a well arranged and skillfully ex- 
ecuted piece of minor fiction.

For Biologists. 
CONTROL OF HEREDITY. By Casper Lava- 
ter Redfield. The Monarch Book Company, 
Chicago. (Price 


A very interesting book which bears 
on the inheritance of acquired charac- 


Neo-Lamarckian view (as the Weis- 
mannites like to term it,) endeavors to 
prove, by a multitude of statistics, 
that the offspring of older parents 
have both physical and mental ad- 
vantage over those of younger par- 
ents. and that the delay of reproduc- 
tion would therefore mean the steady 
improvement of the race. The book is 
of very considerable value in so far as 
its purely statistical work is con- 
cerned; the author has brought to- 
gether an immense mass of data re- 
guarding the family history of men of 
note in mamy different provinces, with 
careful tabulation of general results; 
and with some of the conclusions 
drawn from. the evidence he collects 
medical men and biolagists will agree; 
but whether they concede that he has 
at all proved the general theory he 
seeks to establish is doubtful. That 
marriage at too early an age has a 
detrimental effect upon the race has 
lone been an acknowledged fact in 
medicine: but whether physicians will 
agree with Mr. Redfield in carrying 
the general rule of the desirability of 
delay in reproduction beyond the age 
of fifty years remains to be seen. 

So far as Mr. Redfield handles the 
facts, his conclusions by no means nec- 
‘essarily follow from them. Even if it 
should be shown that the children of 
men over fifty average better physi- 
cally and mentally than those born of 
fathers under that age, it would({still 
remain to be proved that this swWper- 
joritv is a matter of inheritance and 
not of environment. At fifty, the av- 
erage man has reached his level in the 
community: he has passed through the 
most of his ups and downs and has 
arrived at a position of tolerably sta- 
ble equilibrium. He can often offer 
his younger children not only a better 
education than that given the elder, 
but from birth better food and care. 
And what great effect nutriment and 
training have upon the young animal 
biologists already know, although we 
have not yet gathered the data to 
show in any measure the relations of 
values to those of heredity. 

The one-sidedness of Mr. Redfleld’s 
point of view may ‘be judged from the 
fact that he concludes, because war- 
like races are progressive, that Wars 
and the training for wars are 
ficial. The reason for this is, he says, 
that they both increase physical and 
mental activity, and delay the age 
of reproduction. But because war- 
likeness and progressive spirit go to- 
gether, it doe not necessarily follow 
that war is a cause of the progressive 
spirit, either directly or indirectly. It 
is as legitimate to conclude that men- 
tal and physical v naturally lead 
to wars for protection of rights and 
extension of territory; that the wars 
are the results, not the causes, of 
vigor and progressive tendency. Presi- 
dent Jordan of Stanford University 
has pointed out some very telling 
facts tending to demonstrate that the 
final results of war, whatever its 
mediate results—the results, for in- 
stance, of a military training-are na- 
tionally disastrous. A vast number of 
the Germans themselves would dispute 
Mr. Redfleld’s confident assertion that 
the Incubus of ‘militarism in their 
country will effect “a rise in the aver- 
age intelligence of the Germdh peo- 
ple.” Biological proph®cy is legiti- 
mate, in any case, only on the ground 
of a very perfect induction. 

That Mr. Redfield has become pos- 
sessed with his idea to an extreme 
extent, may be seen from other 
-prophecies than this last quoted. In 
his introduction, urging the legal pro- 
hibition of marriage before the age 
of 18 for a woman and 21 for a man, 
and the establishment of a graded H- 
cense fee for the encouragement of 
a still later marriage age, he says: 
“The existence of such a discrimina- 
tion would be the most potent of in- 
fliences in discouraging early repro- 
ducton by calling attention to the 
causes of mental d 
moral Influence would 
the legal restraint. 7 
reproduction restricted to a few ille- 
gitimacies, two generations would see 
our pauper and criminal classes prac- 
tically extinct.” We have many 
men and women of one idea, who be- 
lieve that the world can be revolu- 
tionized by means of their particular 
hobby of reform; but surely a theorist 
who is dealing with the largest prob- 
lems of biology, should guard himself 
from so au an one-sided a 


Inheritance of acquired characters 
that Mr. Redfield claims, the actual 
biological evolution of the race must 
be comparatively slow ‘because of the 
complexity of conditions. This criti- 
cism, moreover, meets Mr. Redfeld's 
theory only with reference to its gen- 


eral propositions, and does not en- 
ter into discussion of t many very 
debatable minor points—as, for in- 


stance, the assertion that the raising. 


of the age of legitimate marriage 
would tend to decrease prostitution. 
The reason Mr. Redfield gives for 


this, assertion ie that it is chiefly the 
children of younger nts that fur-- 
nish the demand of which the vice is 
the supply. 

The book is nevertheless one that 
biologists will care to own, because of 
its statistical material. Although this 
is hardly extensive enough to justify 
sO sweeping neralizations as Mr. 
Redfield has drawn from it, and does 
not, necessarily, justify these particu- 
lar generalizations, in any case, it is 
suggestive in a number of different 
directions and undoubtedly of value.

HORRIBLE OUTRAGES 
BASHI BAZOUKS. 


ONASTIR (European Turkey) 
May 31.—({By Atlantic Cable.) 
Horrible details are arriving here 
of the slaughter of he inhabitants of 
the village of Smerdash, south of Lake 
Presba, May 21, by Bashi Bazouks. 

It appears that on the arrival of the 
Bashi Bazouks, Chakalaroff's of 
insurgents withdrew to the mountains 
without sustaining any lose. As no 
rebels were left in the village the in- 
habitants experienced no anxiety until 
suddenly, at sunset, the Turks, who 
had completely surroun the place, 
commenced a regular bardment, 
whereu all the villagers assembled 
in the Streets. Though the artillery 
ceaged firing during part of the night, 
the Turkish infantry fired all tight 


long. 
The artillery bombardment was re-

commenced at daybreak, but as it was 
ineffective, the Turkish troops set fire 
to the village on all sides, and com- 
menced a general massacre, slaughter- 
ing women, children, and the aged. 
About 300 houses were burned ind : p- 
ward of 200 persons, mostly women and 
children, were killed. The vomen 
and girls were murdered while resist- 
ing outrage. Whole households were 
slain. Not a living soul was lert in 
the village. The survivors, many of 
them half burned or otherwise in- 
jured, fled. Some of the fleeing vil- 
lagers were captured, and had their 


ears and noses cut off before they were 


butchered. 

The repost adds that 1400 villavers 
were in the mountains without food 
or clothing. One band of these, con- 
sisting of forty women and children 
were caught by soldiers in a ravine und 
were killed after horrible treatment.
